cost to the Alberta government 
was $10,000 or approximately $41 
per settler moved. Those moving 
out iii 1923 to other Alberta 1 
points found locations m/o/stly 
north of Calgary. In 1924 to Dec-' 
ember, 417 settlers with cars 
of effects were moved, many of 
them securing second locations ini 
the irrigated districts or in other 
parts of Southern Alberta. Und¬ 
er the arrangements with respect 


to second homesteads 84 settlers 
have secured certificates for 
these. 


Evidence of improved con¬ 
ditions in the agricultural indus¬ 
try of the province is contained 
in the various reports which go 
toi make up the annual review of 
the operations of the Department 
of Agriculture, which were pre¬ 
sented for the year 1924 to the 
Legislature by the Minister, Hon. 
George Hoadley, on Monday. 

As has been | reviously report¬ 
ed, the total value of all agricul¬ 
tural product ion for the last year 
is estimated at $217,447,808.23, 
as compared with $209,194,100 
for 1923. 


LIVESTOCK CONDITIONS 


In reporting on the cattle sales 
Mr. Carlyle, Livestock Commis¬ 
sioner, states that the price of 
pure-bred cattle has not improv¬ 
ed a great deal during the year, 
but the prices -of bulls of the beef 
breeds have been more satisfact¬ 
ory . The prices realized at the 
various bull sales we‘ne improved 
over 1923. There is a trong de¬ 
mand for dairy stock. 

The sheep industry, says Mr. 
Carlyle, is in better shape than 
that of other classes of stock. 

There has been a large increase 
in tin* production of hogs, but the 
production of bacton hogs, as has 
been stated, is disappointingly 
low.

THE DAIRY INDUSTRY 

The report of the Dairy Com-| 
missioner, Mr, Marker, reviews 
the very satisfactory state of the 
dairy industry of the province, 
and bears witness to the greatly 
improved quality of cream and 
butter as a result of the cream 
■grading service initiated two 
years ago. It also dwells on the 
increased production and the 
poirt creamery butter. The ex¬ 
ports of butter via the Panama 
continue to increase, the export: 
bjy this r.orute in 1923 being 4,000 
packages otfi 56 lbs each, while in 
1924 the shipments by this route 
three firms alone totalled 13,721 
packages. , 

There are now 89 creameries 
operating compared with 75 in 
1923. There were 12 cheese fac¬ 
tories in operation. 

The total creamery butter pro¬ 
duction was 21,500.000 lbs. com¬ 
pared with 17,800,000 lbs. in 1923 
and the cheese production was 
1.675.000 lbs. a slight decrease

froiinJ the previous year. A total 
of 1,738,993 lbs. or about 8 per 
cent, of the total production, was 
marketed through the govern 
ment’s cJo-operative marketing 
service. This is the greatest 
amioiunt 'marketed through this 
service since 1920. 

POULTRY INDUSTRY 

The value of poultry in Alberta 
is now $4,488,040, according to 
the report of the Poultry Com¬ 
missioner, J. H. Hare. Alberta 
now stands second aimong all the 
provinces with reference to the 
number of poultry ion farms, the 
average number in this province 
being 80, compared with Can 
ada’s average of 53.9. 

Egg exports grew 33 per cent, 
during 1924. Three years ago Al¬ 
berta. was almost entirely an im¬ 
porting province with respect to 
eggs, but last year it exported 
more than 60.000 cases oJf! eggs, or 
133 carloads. 

During the year the egg and 
poultry marketing service of the 
government had done of the most 
successful years in its history, 
marketing a total of 17,860 cases 
of eggs, and 750.298 lbs. of poul¬ 
try. 

GAME COMMISSIONERS 
REPORT 

The report cf Game Commis 
sioner Lawton shoiws that his de¬ 
partment collected in 1924 $130.- 
276,.15 in revenue, which provid¬ 


ed a surplus of $101,834.56 over 
the cost of operating the branch. 
Improved methods of collecting 
the iflur tax brought $35,000 more 
than in 1923. A total of nearly 
20,000 licenses and permits of 
various kinds were issued during 
the year. 

FIELD CROPS AND SEED 
FAIR 

The report of th,e Field Crops 
Commissioner, W. J. Stephen 
deals with with field crop com¬ 
petitions. seed fair, operation of 
tlhe seed plant, weed campaign 
and school fairs. Field crop and 
farm competitions Were held at 
three points and plowing match¬ 
es' at four points. 

Excellent results were accom¬ 
plished during the year on weed 
eradication. 14 supervisors' being 
in tihe field during t)h,e season. 

In 1924 the provincial seed 
plant handled and marketed 67,- 
903 bushels of pu're seed grain, 
and the indications were that in 
the 1924-1925 season almost as 
much would be handled, in spite 
olfl the shortage of high-1 cl ass seed 
production. 

In 1924 there were 125 school 
fairs held, with approximately 
185,000' entries, showing like keen 
interest taken in these fairs. 

PROVINCIAL VETERINARY 

The report of the Provincial 
Veterinary, Dr. Talbot, reviews 
th.e experimental work in connect¬ 


ion with ootagioms abortion and 
sterility of cattle and goitre. 
With respect to bovine tuberco- 
losis, 

Dr. Talbot refers to the w<ork 
being done by the Research Coun¬ 
cil which was named by Hon. Mr. 
Iloadley some tinj.e ago in this 
Connection, and which is now 
taking up experiments with the 
Calmette culture. 

DEMONSTRATION FARMS 

Donald Douglas, Director of 
Demonstration Farms, reports 
that crops on the various govern¬ 
ment farms this year were rather 
light, owing to drought condi¬ 
tions, but on one ton* two of the 
farms good yields were obtained. 
Alfalfa has been grown success¬ 
fully on three of the farms in 
largo acreages. Corn and sweet 
clover have also been grown suc¬ 
cessfully. The disposal of the 
Stony Plain and Ahtabasca farms 
led to the transference of the 
stock to the other farms. The 
farm herds 'have all done well 
dHiring the year. The report gives 
details of the steer-ffleeding exper¬ 
iments. 

WOMEN’S EXTENSION 
SERVICE 

Miss Jessie MacMillan, Direct¬ 
or of Women’s Extension Service 
reports that sheirt course work 
among the women’s organiza¬ 
tions in the province has grown

PUBLICITY WORK 


The report of the Publicity 
Commissioner, C. G. Groff, out¬ 
lines the activities of the public¬ 
ity, motion picture, statistics and 
exhibits branches during the 
year. Considerable general pub¬ 
licity was done chiefly in con¬ 
nection with Wembley, including 
the compiling of sets of motion 
pictures on Alberta for display in 
the old land, and the supply of 
exhibit material for the Alberta 
portion of the Canadian exhibit 
Considerable advertising in Brit¬ 
ish publications was also done 
during, the exhibition. A total of 
60,000 of the new Alberta hand¬ 
book has been distributed, as 
well as a mass of other literature. 
In the educational work in con¬ 
nection with motion pictures, a 
total of 390 reels were in circula¬ 
tion for short course work among 
the farmers. 

SCHOOLS OF AGRICULEURE 

The report >ojf the Olds School 
of Agriculture shows a total en¬ 
rolment for the 10*24-25 term of 
191, the largest in its history. 
The report of the Claresholm 
School shows a total enrolment 
of 85. There is also a report 
from the Vermilion School of Ag¬ 
riculture in connection with the 
British boys in training there, 
numbering 60. This makes the 
total enrolment at the three 
schools of agriculture for the 
1924-25 term to be 336. 

An extensive report iof the op¬ 
erations of the college of agricul¬ 
ture is also submitted by Dean 
Howes.
